Such action probably will still fur- 
ther complicate the work of the peace 
conference, especially in straighten- 
ing out the tangle that long has exist- 
ed as regards Italy's claims to Fiume 
and the Dalmatian coastal regions. 

The vote of lack of confidence in 
the government was an overwhelm- 
ing one, being 259 to 78. Prior to the 
vote, the Premier in a statement to 
the chamber had announced that the 
Various economic and financial ques- 
tion concerning Italy had been solved, 
or were about to be solved. 

Rome.—The Italian government has 
resigned, following an adverse vote 
against it in the chamber of deputiés. 

Premier Orlando, in announcing his 
fesignation and that of the cabinet, 
said King Victor Emmanuel had re- 
served decision as to acceptance. 

Prior to the vote, Premier Orlando, 
in addressing the chamber of de- 
puties, said: 

“Italy’s peace with Germany and 
Austria has been solved in a manner 
with which, on the whole, I feel satis- 
fied.” 

Insisting on the technicality of a 
Secret session, the premier declared 
that the government needed greater! 
confidence and would treat his motion 
for a secret session as a question of 
confidence. The Socialists impacdi- 
ately opposed this. 

Signor Orlando, in his address, 
said Italy’s position had been con-| 
siderably aggravated by international 
events during the second fortnight of 
April. He referred to President Wil- 
son’s speech regarding the Adriatic. 

The Italian delegation at the peace 
conference, the Tremicr said, had 
followed this policy: 

“First—maintain with firmness all 
the essential points of the Italian 
claims, without which Italy is con- 
Winced peace will be neither just nor 
adequate to the immense sacrifices

Premier Borden Stays at Home 
Ottawa.—The situation with regard 
to the Canadian plenipotentiaries to 
the peace conference as it is known 
in Ottawa is that the Premier, Sir Ro- 
bert Borden, is not returning to the 
conference at Paris. Sir George Fos- 
ter is returning to Canada on account 
of the serious illness of Lady Foster. 
Hon. A. L,.Sifton is leaving Halffax 
to attend further sittings of the peace 
conference. This means that Hon, A. 
L. Sifton and Hon. C. J. Doherty will 
Ny be the signatorics of the peace treaty 
* on behalf of Canada, and that the 
draft will have to be further amended.

Experts Declare Average Yield Can 
Be Trebled and Good Flour 
Produced 
| London, — It was announced that 


the plant-breeding section of the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge, which is close 


ly associated with the board of agri-| >». 


culture, has succeeded in producing 
two new varieties of wheat named 
fenman and yeoman. These were dig- 
tributed to farmers, and it is reported 
that the result has been to treble the 
average yield. One crop produced 96 
bushels per acre. Milling and baking 
trials have shown that while the yeo- 
man variety is not equal to the famous 
red fife, from the viewpoint of milling 
qualities, yet is is sufficiently strong 
to produce a good loaf without the 
addition of imported wheat.

Mr, John Maclean, the “Bolshevik 
Consul” and strike leader’at Glasgow, 
who is openly anxious to start a Red 
revolution on the Russian model, in 
the course of his trial in. Edinburgh 
last May, said he had told the “wor- 
kers” that if they received all the 
wealth they cfeated we should have, 
and should need, no foreign markets, 
He is quoted in his indictment as say- 
ing also that the farmers should be 
“competled” to produce food for the 
workers, “If they refused, their 
farms should be burnt.” I do not 
know whether it was explained how 
British farmers could produce food 
enough for all the British “workers” 
(the bourgeois, no doubt, as in Rus- 
sia, would be expected to go without 
eating), éven when their efforts had 
been stimulated by the burning of 
their farms, 

“If they could (though they could 
not) grow enough wheat, and rear en- 
ough cattle, to supply the working 
man with bread and beef, they cer- 
tainly could not furnish him with tea, 
coffee, cocoa, sugar and tobacco, not 
to speak of other trifles such as cot- 
ton and rubber. But one need not 
argue against such absurdities in these 
pages. _ Unfortunately, their full ab- 
surdity is not yet apparent to the 
younger’ workmen who have’ been 
brought up to inherit the Marxian tra- 
dition. In that acute and suggestive 
book, ‘Law and Public Opinion in 
England,’ Professor Dicey has point- 
ed out that new political and econom- 
ie theorles usually affect the genera- 
tion to which they are addressed less 
than the generation which follows.”—

Wélded Ship Having Smooth Skin 
Can Carry More Cargo 

From the considerable amount of 
experience that has been obtained in 
England on the construction of steam 
and motor ships with electrically wel- 
ded joints there is every reason to be- 
lieve that welding will become one of 
the standard processes in shipbuild- 
ing. By the elimination of ‘rivets and 
riveting much material and a great 
deal of costly and tedious labor are 
saved. The welded ship, being lighter 
and having a smooth skin, can carry 
more cargo and make higher speed 
than ‘a vessel with riveted joints. 
welded joint can be made much su- 
perior to the riveted joint in compact- 
ness and strength. At present it 
would not be wise to have a welded 
vessel built by other than a firm of 
the highest repute, but there is no 
doubt . that a first-class shipbuilder, 
using all the resources at his dispo- 
sal, can turn out a welded ship which 
offers more advantages, structural 
and otherwise, than are obvious from 
a first consideration of the problem.
